(Puerto Rico) Star responded. 
Each got into the game as a 
pinch hitter. 

Fidel got Mr. Goulden to 
strike out on a 3-and-2 pitch. 
Mr. Gale was out on a slow 
roller handled by Mr. Castro’s 
brother Raul, -the Armed Forces 
Minister, playing second. 

A righthander, Fidel showed 
good form, using mostly sliders 
and fast balls. At the plate he 
went one-for-three and Raul 
two-for-two. Each singled in the 
big Cuban first frame. The 
Americans used seven pitchers.
